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This is in response to the renewed petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) filed on 14 September 

2006. 

DISCUSSION 

In a decision mailed on 17 March 2006, the petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) filed on 26 
September 2005 was dismissed without prejudice because 

Counsel alleges that a declaration, along with "the application documents 
(including specification, claims and drawings)" was "sent to Dong Li by certified 
mail on July 8, 2005 to Dong Li's last known address" but was undeliverable 
because Mr. Li "has moved from his last known address and did not leave a 
forwarding address." This account is corroborated by the accompanying 
"Declaration of Shin Nomura..." and supporting documentation. However, 
petitioner has not shown what diligent efforts if any were undertaken to locate Mr. 
Li after becoming aware that he had moved. For instance, did petitioner perform 
internet searches or telephone directory searches, or perform any other inquiries, 
to attempt to locate Mr. Li's current address? Since the instant petition does not 
establish that any efforts were undertaken to locate Mr. Li other than merely 
sending a single parcel to his last known address, it would not be appropriate to 
conclude that he "could not be found or reached after diligent effort" within the 
meaning of 37 CFR 1.47(a). Hence, it would be inappropriate to conclude that 
requirement (2) has been satisfied at this time. 

The instant renewed petition requests reconsideration, stating that "petitioner has 
performed internet searches, telephone directory searches, and other inquiries." The attached 
"Declaration of Yasutaka Nire..." indicates that Mr. Nire was unsuccessful in locating Mr. Li 
using internet searches, and provides, in Appendix I, the search terms used on Google. He also 
states that, "on August 24, 2006, 1 conducted a local telephone directory search to find the 
whereabouts or contact information for Mr. Dong Li. The directory search was undertaken for 
Matsudo-shi, Chiba, Japan, which is the city of Mr. Dong Li's last known address. I was unable 
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to determine Mr. Dong Li's whereabouts by conducting the local telephone directory search." 
Petitioner has also furnished a "Declaration of Nobuo Yaegashi..." which states inter alia that 

On August 23, 2006, 1 effected an oral inquiry in P to PA, Inc. to determine the 
whereabouts of Mr. Dong Li. I asked Mr. Shengyang Huong, Mr. Hiroshi 
Katakura, and Mr. Tao Wu, who are Mr. Dong Li's joint inventors in the above- 
identified application, as to the whereabouts of Mr. Dong Li. I also asked Mr. 
Shin Nomura, who is a director of P to PA, Inc. regarding the whereabouts of Mr. 
Dong Li. My inquiries did not result in the determination of the whereabouts of 
Mr. Dong Li. 

Based on the totality of the evidence currently of record, it would now be appropriate to 
conclude that Mr. Li could not be found or reached after diligent effort, within the meaning of 37 
CFR 1.47(a). 



The petition under 37 CFR 1 .47(a) is GRANTED
